that the depression has almost ruined 
this seaport town. I am sure the people 
are hungry for God at this place. ir tney 
only had some one to take the message 
to them! Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
we visited a mission in Cuiadad Obregon, 
Son., Mex. Here we met Sister Atkinson 
and her workers. The work at this place 
is certainly progressing nicely. Many are 
now filled with the blessed Holy Ghost 
and witness to God’s love and power in a 
wonderful way. A little ten-year-old girl 
who has recently been saved, sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost gave a 
wonderful message in her native tongue. 
After she spoke Sister Atkinson gave a 
soul stirring message which had great 
effect on all those who could understand 
her. Every unsaved person in the house 
came to the altar.Three received the Holy 
Ghost in one of these services: One young 
lady spoke in English when she received 
her baptism. Sister Atkinson is doing a 
great work among these precious people 
who are starving for God and His love. 

The condition of Mexico is very de- 
plorable, that is, from a religious stand- 
point. War among themselves has im- 
poverished the natien. The field is ripe 
for the harvest. Oh, if we only had mis- 
sionaries who could speak the Spanish 
language to go into this needy field, what 
a blessing it would be. I was never 
among a people who seemed so hungry 
for moreofGod than these precious people. 
The government is very strict and they 
only allow you to have one preacher to 
every 50,000 people. You are forced to 
own your own property and have a per- 
mit from the government from each state 
before you are allowed to hold religious 
services. I feel that this is a ripe field 
for the Church and those who have 
money to give to missions could do no 
better thing than to contribute it to the 
work in Old Mexico. 

There are many heart-touching things 
that I could tell you about this place but 
I hardly have space. To say the least 


of it, misfortune and poverty certainly 
prevail. They are not a people who dreas 
lavishly. Those who are able are dressed 
very plain. They are not extravagant in 
their living. Most all the homes are 
built of brick or adobe. Their houses are 
built out even with the sidewalks with 
iron bars over windows and heavy bars 
over doors. In the rear of their homes is 
a court, sometimes large, owing to the 
size of the lot. This is walled in by a 
brick or adobe wall from ten to twelve 
feet high. Inside this enclosure is a flow- 
er garden. Palm trees, tropical fruit of 
most all kinds, and the most beautiful 
fragrant flowers grow there. In this little 
enclosed flower garden the members of 
the family recreate themselves, read and 
lounge around. This place is used for a 
living room or that that corresponds tu 
our large living rooms in this country. 


The people there will listen to any one 
who will talk to them about the Lord. 
In the past Catholics have had entire 
charge of the religious services in Old 
Mexico. The hoarding up of property in 
the name of the Catholic church was one 
of the causes of the rebellion in the gov- 
ernment, hence, it is hard for a religious 
organization to get started, but with the 
efforts that are being put forth by Sister 
Atkinson I believe the Church will do a 
great work in Old Mexico in the future, 
however, it will take some money aad 
sacrificing by the Church in the home- 
land. I haven’t words to express to you 
the need of this important work, that 
these precious hearts may be instructed 
in the way of the Lord. The Salvation 
Army captain at Nogales, Ariz. express- 
ed himself as being ready to come with 
the Church, if there could be any way 
for his support, and give his entire time 
to the work in Mexico. What a wonder- 
ful opportuity we have now to place a 
man with ability and talent over this 
work! He is a Mexican himself but well 
qualified for the work of the Lord. I am 
making an appeal with all the earnest- 
ness of my heart to the Church to pray- 
erfully consider Old Mexico as one of our 
future mission fields. You don’t have to 
cross the waters to find heathens or peo- 
ple who are ignorant of the love of Je- 
sus, but just across the line in Old Mexi- 
co there is enough work for a thousand 
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soldiers of Jesus Christ until He comes, 
if we only had thé means to support 
them. 

We spent Feb. 26, 27 enroute to the 
border. The road we traveled was just a 
trail thru the desert. They are now build- 
ing a national highway from Nogales 
thru to Mexico City and they hope to 
have it complete in at least two years. 
This will be a great blessing to those who 
wish to travel thru that country and work 
for God. Mexico is far behind in the lat- 
est modes and methods of travel and 
transportation. We saw hundreds of 
wagons with six to eight burros, with 
possibly from a half to a cord of wood, 
hides, and products of different kinds for 
market, some of them traveling the dis- 
tance of thirty miles. When feeding time 
comes these little animals are unharness- 
ed and turned loose on the desert to feed. 
They are rounded up and harnessed again 
and they travel on to the next camping 
place. Mexico is a rich, fertile country 
with the greatest mineral resource of any 
land on this side of the ocean. God help 
us to seize this opportunity to this hun- 
gry people while time affords it. Soon 
the opposers of heartfelt religion will 
make it impossible to preach the gospel 
to these starving souls. 

Feb. 27 we visited Tucson, Ariz. We 
were entertained by Brother and Sister 
Boyer. This is a small church but there 
are many hungry souls at this place who 
enjoyed the refreshing from the presence 
of the Lord. Feb. 28 we visited Globe, 
Ariz. We were entertained in the home of 
Brother and Sister Miller. We met many 
hungry souls and God gave us a gracious 
service at this place. March Ist we visit- 
ed Phoenix, Ariz. We were entertained in 
the home of Brother and Sister Miller. 
Our people met with the free Pentecosial 
people at this place. They gave us a 
hearty welcome and God seemed to put 
His approval on the message. We mei 
quite a few saints from Georgia and Ten- 
nessee. Brother Simmie Tapley ias 
charge of the work at this place. We met 
Brother Jonah Shelton who used to be a 
minister in the Church and he told me 
he was anxious to reunite with the 
Church. Sister Jim Mull and her family 
live at this place and seemed to be glad 
to see us. 

March 2 we visited the Church of God 
at Blythe, Calif. The saints were glad 
to see us and we truly enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of the saints at this place. From 
Blythe we went to Long Beach, Calif. and 
were entertained in the home of deur 
Brother and Sister Ingram. The Califor- 
nia state convention convened at the 
Church of God at Baldwin Park, March 
3-5, God gave us a wonderful convention. 
We were entertained in the home of Bro. 
and Sister Cleland. The church is stead- 
ily growing in California and Brother In- 
gram is doing a great work. Brother Cle 
land is a faithful minister and has taken 
a definite stand for the Church for years. 
He has many friends in Baldwin Park 
and I am sure he has a great future be- 


fore him. 


March 6 we had rest day at Long 
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Beach, visited Los Angeles, and many 
places of interest in different cities. This 
is a lovely country—palm trees, orange 
groves, date groves, lemon groves, in fact, 
every tropical fruit is grown in _ this 
country. On March 7 we visited Whittier 
Mission. This mission is conducted by 
Brother and Sister Sanderson. God has 
blessed their efforts in Whittier and they 
have a prospect of a great work at this 
place. 

From this place we turned toward 
home. Our party became burdened and it 
looked like the Spirit was impressing ev- 
ery one that we should return to Cleve- 
land. The burden became so heavy unti! 
our dear Brother Ingram finally agreed 
with us that possibly the general interest 
of the Church at Headquarters needed 
our service. We left off two of our up- 
pointments and started on our trip home- 
ward. We traveled thru. New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, into Tennessee. A 
few hours after we left Long Beach the 
earthquake came. After reading the ac- 
count of the earthquake in the paver 
while enroute home, we felt that the Lord 
had prompted our leave. We feel so grate- 
ful to Him for His presence and power. 
While traveling in Mexico we confronted 
some grave dangers. We would stop our 
car on the desert and pray until we felt 
sure that God was protecting us. We 
never had any car trouble while on the 
road. God seemed to be so wonderfully 
with us. The trip was pleasant indeed all 
the way to and from California. 

God is wonderfully blessing His peo- 
ple. There are gracious revivals on every 
hand. Thousands of souls are being bless- 
ed of God and we have much to be thank- 
ful for. We feel that Jesus’ coming sure 
ly can’t be long. The fidal wave in Japan, 
the earthquake in California, the disturb- 
ances in many other places point to His 
coming. On the night of the 14th an awful 
tornado swept thru West Tennessee de 
stroying millions of dollars worth of 
property and many lives were swept out 
into eternity. We read in Dan. 9:26, the 
latter part of the verse, “And the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto 
the end of the war desolations are de- 
termined.” This sets forth an indetermi- 
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nate period for the grace age, which has 
lasted almost two thousand years. We do 
not know how long it will last but we 
are sure that it can’t continue long, so 
let us be ready for the coming of Jesus. 
May we continue to put forth every effort 
for the salvation of the lost and for the 
promoting of the cause of Christ. 


In my closing remarks I want to make 
an urgent appeal to our people for the 
cause of missions. Our mission fund is 
low. It seems that the depression has 
greatly hindered this all important work. 
May God help us to remember the words 
of Jesus, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” I 
ask an interest in the prayers of all our 
praying people that God will make my 
efforts a blessing to those with whom I 
come in contact this year. This is our 
traveling season and we have conventions 
dated in many states. God is so wonder- 
fully with us in this work until we have 
no doubt of His approval but we want 
to do our best in these last days. May 
God’s blessings be with every one is my 
prayer.

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“When Does the Rapture “Gake Place? 


Introduction: During these days of ex- 
pectancy and research among many of 
God’s faithful children, there is constant 
inquiry concerning the rapture, and espe- 
cially as to when it takes place, or the 
relation of this event to the tribulation. 
The inquiry runs, Does it take place be- 
fore, during the middle of, or after the 
great tribulation? 

THE ANSWER 

There is only one answer that could at 
least satisfy the candid inquirer and that 
is the voice of the scriptures. The sincere 
observer will be satisfied with nothing 
else, and interpreted in an honest manner 
so as not to wrest them, or to keep them 
from saying what they want to say in re- 
lation to this great event. We attempt 
therefore, to dissect or to divide the scrip- 
tures with great care as we approach the 
importance of such an answer. 

THE METHOD 

We would certainly feel that we are on 
safe ground if we refer to the scriptures 
and to occasions of deliverance of God's 
faithful children when judgments were 
sent upon the ungodly. We purpose there- 
fore, to introduce such references and oc- 
easions. 

THE FLOOD 

Let it be remembered that before Go 
destroyed the antediluvian race that He 
first clearly and unmistakably revealed 
the coming destruction to Noah whom He 
favored with the deliverance of himself 
and immediate family. This deliverance 
according to Gen. 7:1 was based on right- 
eousness. Through Noah as a preacher of 
righteousness God warned the ungodly of 
the coming flood and delivered him and 
his family out of it. The occasion of this 
deliverance was in that he had kept the 
word of God, in doing as God had com- 
manded him. 

In Luke 17:26 we have it, that “as it 
was in the days of Noe, so shall it he 
also in the days of the Son of man.” 
While this especially refers to the spirit 
of lawlessness and disregard for the 
warning, are we not to think that a deliv- 
erance of the righteous is to be expected 
according to the plan of God’s Word? 

SODOM AND GOMORRAH 

And again: “Likewise as it was in the 
days of Lot.” The same day that Lot went 
out of Sodom it rained fire and  brim- 
stone from heaven and destroyed them 
all. Luke 17:29-30. Reading the event of 
Genesis 19th chapter one can but notice 
that “the men laid hold upon his hand, 
and upon the hand of his wife, and upon 
the hand of his two daughters; the Lord 
being merciful unto them; and_ they 
brought him forth, and set him out of the 
city.” In conversing with the angel Abra- 
ham said, “Far be it from the Lord to 
destroy the righteous with the wicked.” 
Sodom and Gomorrah and the antedilu- 
vian world were each objects of divine 
judgments.They therefore offer a suitable 
deduction as evidences of God’s attitude 
toward the righteous in time of retribu- 


tion. 
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Isa. 26:19-21 

“Thy dead men shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they arise. 
Awake and sing, we that dwell in the 
dust: for thy dew is as the dew of herbs, 
and the earth shall cast out the dead.” 
The above text may have special refer- 
ence to the restoration of Israel; how- 
ever, it can no less refer to the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, as the following verse 
invites them saying, “Come, my people, 
enter thou into thy chambers, and shut 
thy doors about thee: hide thyself as it 
were for a little moment, until the indig- 
nation be overpast.” “My people” must 
certainly mean the righteous dead as is 
inferred by verse nineteen; but more 
especially the righteous who are living 
at the time of the “indignation” which 
is identical with the tribulation. In the 
light of verse twenty the invitation “into 
thy chambers” precedes the destruction 
which follows in verse twenty-one, which 
describes the manner and completeness cf 
the tribulation. 

Turning to Isa. 34:1-6, we read: “Come 
near, ye nations, to hear; and harken, 
ye people: let the earth hear, and all that 
is therein; the world, and all things that 
come forth of it. For the indignation (the 
tribulation) of the Lord is upon all na- 
tions, and his fury upon all their armies: 
he hath utterly destroyed them, he hath 
delivered them to the slaughter. For it is 
the day of the Lord’s vengeance, and the 
year of the recompenses of the contro- 
versy of Zion.” The day of the Lord’s 
vengeance as here mentioned refers par- 
ticularly to the deliverance of the Jews 
from Gentile bondage, when God shall 
settle the “controversy, of Zion,” and de- 
liver that land back to the seed of Abra- 
ham. Before this controversy begins and 
God becomes “indignant” with the na- 
tions, there is mention of a resurrection, 
this cannot be the regathering of the 
Jews alone as that is more especially ful- 
filled by the settlement of the “contro- 
versy” itself. 

THE MOUNT OLIVET DISCOURSE 


In Luke 21:8-28 the tribulation is ia 
view. Verses twenty-nine to thirty-three 
are a parabolic interpretation of the re- 
gathering of the Jews back to Palestine, 
which in part occurs before the tribula- 
iton itself. Verses thirty-four to thirty-six 
contain a warning to those who are to 
be ready for the coming of the Son of 
man. “Watch ye therefore, and pray al- 
ways, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come 
to pass, and to stand before the Son of 
man.” Escape is translated from “ekphu- 
gein,” meaning “to flee out of,” to escape 
by fleeing out of. The explanation is 
deeply significant of the escape by rap- 
ture, since the tribulation will deeply ef- 
fect all who have not been raptured. The 
escape that is mentioned in the prevea 


ing verses which describe the tribulation, 
is therefore to escape by rapture; since 
“to flee out of” in this case would be to 
“flee into” unless the rapture is meant, 
“no man might buy or sell, save he that 
had the mark or the name of the beast,” 
thus necessitating hardship and suffer- 
ing. The same method of explanation was 
used by Christ in the 24th chapter of Mat- 
thew. He follows the explanation of the 
tribulation by referring to the days of 
Noe. The world will be eating and drink- 
ing, and the righteous delivered from the 
throes of the tribulation. 

We are warned by our Lord saying, 
“Therefore be ye also ready: for such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of man com- 
eth.” If the tribulation should precede 
His coming would it not greatly minify 
the value of this passage? Could one see 
all the events described or even part of 
them in the tribulation and not more par- 
ticularly know of His coming? Could He 
come as “a thief in the night” under such 
conditions? Do thieves come with such 
tangible evidences of their presence, as 
the mark of the beast upon the hands 
and forehead of the tribulation people? 
We are accordingly warned, “lest coming 
suddenly I find you sleeping.” Could the 
tribulation period pass and Christ’s com- 
ing in any sense be called “sudden” if it 
is post-tribulation? 

Rev. 3:10. 

“Because thou hast kept the word of 
my patience, I will also keep thee from 
the hour of temptation, which will come 
upon all the world, to try them that dwell 
upon the earth.” What does the “hour 
of temptation” mean? Can it be other 
than the tribulation? The Greek word is 
“horas,” meaning a season, or a time.This 
message was addressed to the angel or 
minister of the church first, then to the 
whole of His Church, lastly, to him “that 
hath an ear, let him hear.” If the minis- 
ter might escape this hour of temptation, 
would it not be by rapture? And what 
else could be meant since it necessarily 
must apply to living individuals, as its 
purpose is to “try or to test them that 
dwell upon the earth” and it cometh upon 
the whole world? It could not occur at 
any other time than the end of the age, 
since all those who have died will have 
escaped it by going out of the world by 
death. It can mean but one thing and 
that the saint of God “who has kept the 
word of his patience” shall be kept from 
the hour of temptation which is the trib- 
ulation itself. Such can only be kept from 
the “hour of the tribulation” by being 
raptured. The woeful conditions describ- 
ed in the apocalypse cannot be harmo- 
nized in its terribleness unless the saints 
are translated before its fulfillment. The 
rendering in the Greek strengthens the 
above position by giving the literal ren- 
dering, which is “ek tas horas.” “Ek” is 
a preposition and means out of. The liter- 
al rendering is therefore, “I will keep 
him out of the hour of temptation.” 








There is no other way for the saints 
of God to be kept out of the tribulation 
except by being raptured before it comes. 
During the grace age His promise was, 
“My grace is sufficient.” By grace there- 
fore, Christ “succors those who are tempt- 
ed.” But here He promised “to keep him 
out of temptation.” The word used for 
“keep” is translated from the Greek word 
“traso,” meaning I will watch over him 
“to keep him out of the hour of tempta- 
tion,” or I will “guard him out of the 
hour of tribulation.” 


THE PHILADELPHIAN CHURCH 


The above message was addressed to 
the Philadelphian church. It came from 
“he that is holy, he that is true, he that 
hath the key of David, he that openeth, 
and: no man shutteth, and shutteth and 
no man openeth.” Christ has the “key” 
to every situation and door. He may 
therefore, “keep” His saints out of the 
tribulation. The strength of the Phila- 
delphian church lay in the fact that “thou 
—hast kept my word, and hast not de- 
nied my name.” We so oftentimes refer 
te the Baptism of the Holy Spirit as a 
qualification for the rapture; let it not 
be said apart from keeping “my word,” 
and equally a weighty qualification is, 
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“Thou * * * hast not denied my name.” 
Thou wast always Christian. Thou didst 
always let thy light shine even in dark 
places and dark days when it was count- 
ed a shame to confess Him; and how of- 
tentimes it has been so done by many 
who think they are ready for the rapture, 
that they have blushed to speak the name 
of Christ before an unbelieving world. 
The Philadelphian church is the sixth in 
the list, referring to pure Christianity ex- 
isting in a state of “brotherly love” as 
opposed to that which is “false and un 
true.” It is the only church mentioned 
having such a.promise. Dispensationally 
other churches of the seven mentioned 
would,. according to dispensational mean- 
ing, have all died before the time of the 
rapture. No such promise exists for the 
Laodicean church, the seventh and last 
mentioned. It is however, warned and re- 
buked because of its coldness, and repre- 
sents that part of Christianity that is 
merely a professor of Christianity or a 
“lukewarm” church member. The attitude 
of Christ to the Laodicean Christian .will 
be that of their Master standing at the 
door knocking and asking for admittance, 
longing to “sup” with them and espe- 
cially so that they may “sup” with Him.

“Ghe “Voice of “Ghe Blood

Message delivered at the Church of God, 
Key West, Fla., Sunday evening, Jan. 15, 
1933. 

1 Pet. 1:18-19. 

OR as much as ye know that ye were 

not redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain con- 
versation, received by tradition from your 
fathers, but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot. 

From the foundation of the world, 
blood, which is the life, has been held 
sacred. God has watched and very care- 
fully recorded every drop that has been 
shed, and one day He will avenge it all. 
In Gen. 4:10-11 God said to Cain, “What 
hast thou done? The voice of thy broth- 
er’s blood crieth unto me from the 
ground. And now thou art cursed from 
the earth, which hath opened her mouth 
to receive thy brother’s blood from thy 
hand.” 

God heard the cry of that loyal saint, 
who would lose his life rather than com- 
promise with sin: and a _ record was 
made; and at Matt. 23:29-39 Jesus re- 
minded the scribes and Pharisees that it 
had not been forgotten. “Woe unto you 
scribes, and Pharisees, hypocrites! be- 


cause ye build the tombs of the prophets, 
and garnish the sepulchres:-of the right- 
eous, and say, If we had been in the day 
of our fathers, we would not have been 
partakers with them in the blood of the 
prophets. Fill ye up them the measure of 
your fathers. Ye serpents, ye generation 


of vipers, how can ye escape the damna- 
tion of hell? Wherefore, behold, I send 
unto you prophets, and wise men, and 
scribes, and some of them ye shall kill 
and crucify; and some of them ye shull 
scourge in your synagogues, and perse- 
cute them from city to city. That upon 
you may come all the righteous blood 
shed upon the earth, from the blood of 
righteous Abel unto the blood of Zacha- 
rias, son of Barachias, whom ye slew be- 
tween the temple and the altar. Verily, I 
say unto you, All these things shall come 
upon this generation. O Jerusalem, Jeru- 
salem, chou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent unto thee, 
how often would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not! Behold, your house is left un- 
to you desolate. For I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me henceforth, till ye sha!l 
say, Blessed is he that cometh. in the 
name of the Lord.” - 


In the face of this timely warning, 


which the disciples must have heard, Ju- 
das, crazed by the terrible lust for ma- 
terial things, went unto the chief priests 
and agreed with them to sell his Master 
for the paltry sum of thirty pieces of sil- 
ver, said to be about $15.00, the price of 
a common slave. When it was too late, 
he returned and tried to undo the wrong 
he had done, saying, “I have sinned, in 
that I have betrayed the innocent blood.” 
But they only mocked him, and _ said, 
“What is that to us? See thou to that.” 
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And he, flinging down the accursed 
money in their midst, went out and hang- 
ed himself, thinking to get away from his 
crime and the terrible pangs of remorse 
that he was suffering, but he only plung- 
ed himself into a deeper and more severe 
punishment from which none ¢an return. 

Oh, how God has worked, and yearned 
after His people, pleading with them to 
accept His love, His great deliverence 
and freedom from the terrible bondage of 
sin, but alas, they refuse to hear His 
plea. And when it is too late, they also, 
as Judas did, will cry, “I have sinred in 
that I have betrayed the innocent blood.” 
Judas had thought, as millions have since 
his time, that redemption comes through 
material things. And many today are try- 
ing to substitute education and social 
service, many are trusting in their wealth 
as a bulwark of safety for the last days. 
But the text says, “We are not redeemed 


with covruptible things, as silver and 
gold, but, with the precious blood of 
Christ.” 

in Pilate’s judgment. hall, the Jews 


cried and said, “His blood be on us and 
our children.” And it is said that more 
than, a millon people perished in the de- 
struction of Jerusalem less than fifty 
years from the time that that awful cry 
went up. People in their reckless haste 
are ready to say, “We'll take a chance,” 
“We'll risk our soul with that of others,” 
and many other such untimely, foolish 
statements. But God -has said that He is 
not mocked; i. e., ridiculed or despised, 
but whaisoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap. O, what a statement, but 
terrible in truthful severity! How. many 
limes over has the reaping time come for 
those who have refused the blood of the 
everlasting covenant. And the final reap- 
ing day is close at hand. 

In Deut. 32:43 God has said that He 
wiil avenge the blood of His servants. 
ln Zeph, 1:14-18 He says, “The great day 
uf the Lerd is near, it is near, and: hast- 
ei grealiy, even the veice ef the day of 
the Lord: the mighty man shall cry there 
bitterly.” That day is a day of wrath, a 
day of trouble and distress, a day of 
wasteness and desolation, a day of dark- 
ness and gioominess, a day of clouds and 
thica darkness, a day of the trumpet and 
alarm against the fenced cities, and 
against the high towers. And I will bring 
distress upon men, and they shall walk 
like blind men, because they -have sinned 
against the Lord: and their blood ‘shall 
be poured out as dust, and their flesh as 
the dung. Neither their silver nor their 
gold shall be able to deliver them in the 
day of the Lord’s wrath; but the whole 
land shall be devoured ‘by the fire of his 
jealousy: for he shall make even a speedy 
riddance of all them ‘that dwell in the 
land.” 

Notice that he says,’“That day is near 
and hasteth greatly.” A survey of world 
conditions, both religiously and political- 
ly as compared with ‘scripture, surely 
confirms what the prophet says here: No- 
tice again the description ef that day, “A 
day of distress.” We are having an earn- 
est of that now: men walking as blind 
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men; this is a universal condition today, 
men looking everywhere for work but 
cannot find it. Those in whose hearts 
there is desire for the Lord, are looking 
everywhere for something to satisfy their 
souls, but in the great mass of religious 
confusion they are at a loss to know what 
to accept. And so on through the entire 


prophecy, it is, woe, woe, woe. 
ry The above prophecy points still further 


o the last great battle, when the Anti- 
christ and all of that innumerable host 
of God hating, Christ rejecting, humanity 
who have rejected the blood of Jesus 
Christ, and, as Prov. 29:10 describes 
them, ‘the bloodthirsty hating the up- 
right,’ will be destroyed. Their silver nor 
gold will be able to deliver them in the 
day of the Lord’s wrath, but as Rev. 14: 
20 describes, blood will flow, even unto 
the horse bridles, by the space of sixteen 
hundred furlongs, a battle front two hun- 
dred miles long. A further description of 
this great wholesale bloodshed is found 
in the 38th and 39th chapters of Ezekiel, 
and verse 12 of chapter 39 says they will 
be seven months burying the dead. 

The thought that “The  bleodthirsty 
hate the upright” is hard to believe, yet, 
when we study the nature of humanity 
from the beginning, we find it only tco 
true. Cain thirsted for the lifeblosd of 
his brother, and thousands of others have 
done the same. The Jews thirsted for the 
blood of Jesus and were not satisfied un- 
til they saw Him hanging from the cross. 
And so the story goes on to the stoning 
of Stephen, and millions of others, like 
him have sealed their testimony for Je- 
sus with their blood. 

Rev. 6:9-11. John saw the souls of them 
that were slain for the word of God ind 
for the testimony which they held: And 
they cried with a loud voice, saying, 
“How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost 
thou not judge and avenge our blood on 
them that dwell on the earth.” And white 
robes were given unto every one of them; 
and it was said unto them, that they 
should rest yet for a little season, until 
their fellowservants also and their breth- 
ren, that should be killed as they were, 
should be fulfilled. 

At Lev. 17:11 it is said that it is the 
blood that maketh atonement for the soul. 
Again, at Ex. 12:13 He says, “When I 
see the blood, I will pass over you.” Men 
may refuse, neglect and reject, but God’s 
eternal truth still stands. There is no 
other way to God but by the blood; aid 
that blood was shed by Christ on Golgo- 
tha’s rugged hill. 

In the garden as Jesus prayed, His 
sweat was, as it were, great drops cf 
blood: on the cross it flowed in streams; 
God saw that awful sight and He has seen 
all the rivers of blood that have been 
shed for His name since that time, and 
oh, the terrible reaping day! Sinner, run, 
run for your life to the city of refuge; 
the avenger of blood is on your track. 


Plunge into the fountain that was open- 
ed in the house of David and to the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem for sin and for 
uncleanness. Zech. 13:1. 

Heb. 13:12, “Wherefore Jesus that he 
might sanctify the people with his own 
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blood, suffered without the gate.” It is 
through His blood that we have redemp- 
tion and forgiveness of sins, according to 
the riches of His grace. Eph. 1:7. Again, 
it is through the blood that we who are 
afar off are made nigh unto Him. Eph. 
2:13. And again, it is through the blood 
of His cro$s that we have peace and that 
we have boldness to enter into the holi- 
est by the new and living way; and with- 
out the shedding of blood, there is no re- 
mission (forgiveness of sins). See Col. 
1:20; Heb. 10:19; 9:22. 

In Eph. 5:25-27 it is said that “Christ 
loved the church and gave himself for 
it; that he might sanctify it,—that he 
might present it unto himself, a glorious 
church, not having spot or wrinkle or 
any such thing. But that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” Notice how 
closely this is allied to the text: a glo- 
rious church. Compare Matt. 17:2, “With- 
out spot or wrinkle,” and “his face did 
shine as the sun, and his raiment was 
white as the light.” A glorious church, 
holy and without blemish! We are rot 
redeemed with corruptible things, out 
with the precious blood of Christ, as of 
a lamb without blemish and without spot. 
O wonderful, wonderful, glorious church! 
And what a privilege to be a member of 
that body; redeemed, redeemed by the 
blood of the Lamb! 


But was there not some other way? 
or some other one who could have died? 
No. Man was God’s choice creation, and 
he had rebelled and violated that law of 
love, and the sentence was death. Man 
had sinned and man must die. Man couid 
not lay down his life and take it up 
again, hence for him to die, meant that 
he would be eternally dead; God’s plan 
would be defeated; and the devil would 
have gained the victory. The entire uni- 
verse may have been searched for some 
one to take man’s place, but none was 
found who was willing to die, until the 
Son of God, the Prince of Glory, steps 
forward and says, “I’ll go: I'll die, and 
give my blood in place of man.” It is a 
wonderful story. God becomes man, lays 
down His life and takes if up again and 
is alive forever more. Man may now go 
free. O sinner, won’t you accept Him? 
What’s the use to reject Him? Jesus waits 
to make you pure and white. 


At Rev. 21:9 John receives an livita- 
tion to come and see the Bride, the 
Lamb’s wife, and is carried away to a 
great high mountain. There he sees her 
safely housed in her beautiful home. The 
remainder of this chapter is given to the 
description of this wonderful, beautiful 
home. It is said that her light is like a 
stone most precious even like a jasper 
stone, clear as crystal, and the building 
of the wall of it was of jasper and the 
city was pure gold like unto clear glass. 
Fausett describes this jasper stone as of 
a watery, crystalline brightness, which 
is symbolic of purity. 

Again, the city lies foursquare and has 
twelve foundations. This is what Abra- 
ham looked for; i. e., a city which hath 
foundations whose builder and maker is 
God. Her walls are great and high, fif-

teen hundred miles in every direction, 
with fifty miles of elbow room on eithe 
side to spare. She has twelve gates all 
of pearl, with the names of the twelve 
tribes of the children of Israel written 
therein, and twelve angels guarding them. 
Thank God, the devil will never be able 
to get inside this holy place to trouble 
us more. 

I see that the city is made of pure 
gold, like unto ciear glass. Just think of 
it, an entire city fifteen hundred miles 
square made all of gold! Nothing like it 
has ever been seen or even imagined in 
this old world. Then the foundations of 
the city are garnished with all manner 
of precious stones. We could wish that 
we might have time to give a full and 
complete description of these stones, but 
time and space will not permit, as we 
feel that perhaps we are already takiag 
too much space in the paper. But let it 
suffice to say that they all very beauti- 
fully set forth the heavenly glory and 
purity of the Church, the Bride and the 
throne of the Father. 

The Lord God Almighty and the Lamb 
are the Temple of this city, and the glory 
of God and the Lamb are the light there- 
of. And the nations of them that are 
saved, those who have been redeemed by 
the blood and made ready, shall walk in 
the light of it, and the kings of the earth 
do bring their glory into it; and there 
shall be no night there. Nothing that de- 
fileth or worketh abomination or maketh 
a lie can enter into this city; but only 
those blood washed, whose names are 
written in the Lamb’s book of life. 


“Now unto him that loved us and wash- 
ed us from our sins in his own blood, and 
hath made us kings and priests unto 
God, and his Father, to him be glory and 
dominion for ever and ever. Amen.”

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“Ghe Sevenfold Armor 


By F, A. HUBBELL 


Eph. 6. 


WICE the apostle counsels us to have 
T on the WHOLE ARMOR of God. It 
i» composed of seven irresistible parts. 
These are all spiritual weapons, or 
weapons of the Spirit. They are in no 
sense fleshly. “THE WEAPONS OF OUR 
WARFARE ARE NOT CARNAL, but 
mighty thru God to the pulling down ot 
strongholds,” 2 Cor. 10:4. These only are 
adequate against the foe; and these are 
entively sufficient. Only with this divine 
pauopiy can saints vanquish the fiendish 
darkness and cunning tricxs of Satan. We 
nved no other equipment. 

1. “YOUR LOINS GIRT ABOUT WITH 
TRUTH.” This is the primary piece of 
the armor. It is the solid on which the 
other pieces rest and into which they are 
morticed, so to speak. The truth is so 
essential that it is also the sixth piece 
of the armor, expressed by a different fig- 
ure—“the sword of the Spirit.” The heart 
is in the region of the loins, which speak 
of a man’s strength. The reins and heart 
are frequently coupled in the Old Testa- 
ment—Psa. 26:2 and Jer. 11:20. The ab- 
domen is the depository of the Holy Spir- 
it. “OUT OF HIS BELLY shall flow 
rivers of living water.” John 7:37. To 
take in the Word of God with all the 
heart is to have the loins girt with truth. 
Some know and admit the truth. It is 
in their heads; but it is no practical 
profit to them because they do not be- 
lieve it and rest upon it. They have 
loins; they are strong in themselves, but 
in the real test, or contest, they fail, be- 
ing weak before the foe. Oh, the need of 
knowing and believing the Word of God! 
Jesus’ fight with Satan is an example of 
having on this piece of armor. To met 
every onslaught of the devil, He exclaim- 
ed, “IT IS WRITTEN.” He was girded 
with the truth. He was filled with it. He 
lived by it, for He said (quoting from 
Deut. 8:3), “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, BUT BY EVERY WORD that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.” Matt. 
4:4. When the Jews condemned Him for 
calling Himself the Son of God, He an- 
swered them, “It is written in your law 
(the Old Testament), I SAID, YE ARE 
GODS?” John 10:34, 35. Likewise if we 
know and believe the Word, the Hols 
Spirit will bring it to our remembrance 
when we are beset by the enemy. 

2. “HAVING ON THE BREAST- 
PLATE OF RIGHTEOUSNESS.” When 
men shoot, they aim at the head or heart, 
and so does Satan. But if our head and 
heart are shielded he cannot harm us. He 
knows that we cannot obtain, nor hold 
a place in the heavenlies by any human 
righteousness, therefore, he seeks to con- 
demn us. He finds fault with us. He says 
that we are not the sons of God, even as 
the Jews accused Jesus. How then may 
we meet his onslaughts? Again the con- 
duct of the Lord is cited in Isa. 59:16, 17, 


“HIS RIGHTEOUSNESS, IT SUSTAIN- 
ED HIM. For he put righteousness as a 
breastplate.” The Lord is righteous in 
Himself. That was His defence against 
the foe. But we must obtain righteous- 
ness from Him, having none of our own, 
and we must walk righteously before God 
Chap. 5:8-10. 

We overc.me by faith in the blood of 
the Lamb, which purchased divine right- 
eousness for us, and by our testimony 
that we have put on the righteOusuess of 
Christ. Rev. 12:10, 11. “Ana ge that 
DUETH RIGHTEOUSNESS is righteous, 
even as he is righteous.” 1 John 3:7. This 
piece of armor is very intimately re- 
lated to the first, hence they are named 
together. We shout it against the enemy, 
that thru sanctification of the Spirit AND 
BELIEF OF THE TRUTH God chose us 
unto salvation (2 Thess. 2:13), “FOR 
WITH THE HEART MAN BELIEVETH 
UNTO RIGHTEOUSNESS; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto salvation. 
For the scripture saith, Whosoever believ- 
eth on him shall not be ashamed.” Rom. 
19:10, 11. The truth that Christ died for 
our sins and rose for our justification is 
an inpenetrable breastplate against the 
cunning insinuations of the devil. Halle- 
lujah! We quote aiso 2 Cor. 6:7, “By the 
word of the truth, by the power of God, 
BY THE ARMOR OF RIGHTEOUSNESS 
on the right hand and on the left.” Cf. 1 
Thess. 5:8. 3. “AND YOUR FEET 
SHOD WITH THE PREPARATION OF 
THE GOSPEL OF PEACE.” Indeed peace 
comes with righteousness. “Being justi- 
fied by faith (reckoned righteous) WE 
HAVE PEACE WITH GOD,” Rom. 5:1. 
The proclamation of “PEACE ON 
CARTH, good wiil to men” introduced 
this age. Christ died for us, “MAKING 
PEACE,” and now “HE IS OUR 
PEACE,” Eph. 2:13, 15. In Psa. 85:3 we 
have a melodious song by a_ quartet, 
“Mercy and truth are met together; 
RIGHTEOUSNESS AND PEACE HAVE 
KISSED EACH OTHER.” Then peace 
ruus on fleet and happy feet, fittingly 
shod, and proclaims the _ incorruptible 
truth and unsullied righteousness of God 
thru Christ in the face of all that hate 
peace. Psa. 120:6, 7. The effective way to 
foil a foe is to be filled with the gospel 
of peace. “FEET SHCD” simply means 
to be prepared to go with God’s message 
in a peaceable and quiet spirit, for the 
wicked are like the troubled sea, when 
it cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire 
and dirt. “THERE IS NO PEACE, saith 
my God, TO THE WICKED. The way cf 
peace they know not.” Therefore, we are 
to hasten and proclaim His Word — 
“PEACE, PEACE TO HIM THAT IS 
FAR OFF AND HIM THAT IS NEAR, 
saith the Lord; and I will heal him.” 
Isa. 57:19-21; 59:8. There will be no slip- 
ping, no falling. We will go in the way 
of good will to men, preaching peace, 
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making peace and living in peace, as 
much as lieth in us, with all men because 
THE GOD OF PEACE dwells in us. They 
who are thus shod are no strifemakers, 
nor malicious talebearers, but PEACE- 
MAKERS, always. LOVE AS BRETH- 
REN is burned in their hearts.They prac- 
tice what they preach, by eating their 
own words, even the words of peace, 
which they vehemently proclaim. No 
marvel that of them it is written, “HOW 
BEAUTIFUL upon the mountains are 
THE FEET CF HIM that bringeth good 
things, THAT PUBLISH PEACE,” Isa. 
52:7; Rom. 10:15. 

4. “ABOVE ALL, TAKING THE 
SHIELD OF FAITH, wherewith ye shall 
be abie to quench ail the fiery dari of 
the wicked.” In the sevenfold archway of 
divine panopiy, faith stands in the mid- 
dle at the highest point, “ABOVE ALL.” 
It reaches back to the girdle of truth, to 
the breastplate of righteousness and to 
the shod fect, and it reaches forward and 
connects vitally with the three remaining 
parts of the armor. Every manipulation 
of every weapon is by faith. Faith in di- 
vine truth makes that truth practical and 
powerful in our lives. Faith in the right- 
eousness of Christ enables us to walk up- 
rightly in this evil world, so that Satan 
cannot condemn us before men and God 
cannot disapprove of us (1 Cor. 9:27) 
nor be ashamed of us at last, 1 John 
2:28. Thus we RUN, NOT AS UNCER- 
TAINLY, AND FIGHT, NOT AS BEAT- 
ING THE AIR. Our impenetrable shield 
of faith wards off and quenches Satan's 
burning darts of ridicule, eriticism, ac- 
cusation, condemnation and reproach, his 
kindled darts and his most painful at- 
tacks. Thank God, faith in the precious 
Word rises and overflows them all like 
a stream of water that extinguishes a 
flame. 

4 “AND TAKE THE HELMET OF 
SALVATION.” We have a fine comment 
On this portion in 1 Thess. 5:8. “Putting 
on for AN HELMET, THE HOPE 
of salvation.” We are saved by faith as 
to our justification or standing now 
(Rom. 5:1), but WE ARE SAVED BY 
HOPE, as to our full salvation, whica 
includes THE REDEMPTION Ur OUR 
BODIES, Rom. 8:23, 25. In Thessaionians 
reference is had especially to being kept 
from passing thru the tribulation. We 
are saved by hope, that is, we hope in 
God to escape those dreadful days that 
are soon to come, hence, this piece of 
the panoply has to do particularly with 
our bodies. The enemy attacks them with 
sickness and pain. He would crush the 
life out of us and make us leave this 
sphere of action before our appointed 
time. He would induce a premature death. 
But the helmet of salvation, the hope of 
translation, overcomes’ Satan’s assaults 
against our bodies, for we insist on de- 
parting without dying, even as did Enoch. 
“Moses * * * died according to the word 
of the Lord,” Deut. 34:5, and so did Paul 
who had fought a good fight; FINISH- 
ED HIS COURSE and kept the faith. So 
may we die in God’s will if we die at all,

“Mrs. Jonathan Goforth, of China, has 
sent The Sunday School Times this amaz- 
ing testimony with the following com- 
ment: 

“O mothers! O Christian fathers! What 
a challenge is this to cast us on God for 
our children—to lead us literally to wres- 
tle with God till break of day, like Jacob 
if need be, but never to give up until our 
children are prayed into the kingdom. 

“The story was written down by Miss 
Graham as told by the Rev. Mr, Leynse 
at a meeting in Peking last year, Mr. 
Leynse being one of the family of ten 
whose experience he tells. 

“I am just going to give a heart-to- 
heart talk, and I want to praise God and 
advertise what He can do in answer to 
prayer. 

“I was brought up on a little island 
near the coast of Holland. I had a good 
home. We were a very happy family of 
seven boys and one girl, I being the 
youngest boy. But ours was aé_e godless 
home. My father and mother were athe- 
ists. They were high-principled people, 
but sternly set against religion. 

“When I was twenty-one I left home 
to go to Holland to study law. Before 
leaving my mother said to me that I was 
to aim high. I was to determine to “make 
myself.” She impressed on me what we 
had been taught, that only what we could 
see was real, that if there was a spiritual 
world it was subservient to the material, 
and that the God that some people talked 
about was only in their imagination. She 
filled me with the determination to op- 
pose religion in whatever form I might 
meet it. Till then I had not read the 
Bible, heard the Gospel, or ever heard a 
prayer. I loved my mother very much 
and was determined to obey her. 

“But there was always an unsatisfied 
feeling in my heart. I wanted joy. It was 
not pleasure I craved. I knew that, if 
plunged into the rivers of pleasure as I 
saw them, I would dash myself to pieces 
on the cruel rocks at the bottom. There 
was a still small voice, but I did not 
understand. If only some one had spoken 
to me then. But no one ever did. 

“We had one sister, our ‘queen.’ She 
was very beautiful, and we boys almost 
idolized her. She had lived a sheltered 
life and was jealously guarded against 
evil, especially the ‘evil of religion.’ She 
became engaged to a fine young m‘’%n, a 
military officer.

“Two days before the wedding my sis- 
ter was walking out in the street with 
a friend when they saw an announce- 
ment that some services were being held 
in a hall. She inquired who these people 
were and was told they were called Sal- 
vationists, who had come from England 
and brought a new religion with them. 
She thereupon decided to enter the hall, 
and she sat through the service as one 
transfixed. For the first time in her life 
she heard of the love of God and the sac- 
rifice of Jesus. She heard of God’s plan 
to forgive sin. At the close’ her friend 
urged her to go home, but she refused. 
A strange light shone in her eyes as she 
went forward and asked the speaker if 
what she had said was really true. 

“*Ves,’ the Army captain replied, ‘and 
true for you if you will believe it.’ 

“My sister knelt down and with all her 
heart believed it, and surrendered to Go.l. 

“She went home very happy and told 
mother. It was a terrible blow to her, but 
she thought my sister would soon get 
over it. The next morning the Salvation 
Army captain called. I watched through 
the window. I could not understand if. 
I watched the face of the woman as she 
talked to my mother, who met all her 
advances with icy answers. She said she 
regretted that her daughter had _ been 
‘caught,’ but that that was the end of 
their influence. I saw the earnestness on 
the captain’s face, the light in her eyes; 
I knew she had something we did not 
possess, And I envied her. 

“My sister was like an angel. No argu 
ment could shake her faith. The wedding 
day came. I remember looking down on 
the carriages as they swept up to our 
house (a wedding is a very great event 
in Holland) and I was longing for joy, 
but found it not even in the gay prepar- 
ing for the party. 

“The wedding ceremony was perform- 
ed, and my sistet looked very lovely in 
her bridal robes. There was an unearthly 
light on her face, as if she were living 
in another world. The dance party was 
opened; she only danced a little and then, 
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accompanied by one of the bridesmaids, 
went upstairs. In a short time an alarm 
was sent through the house and we all 
crowded to the upper floor. 

“There she lay, the bride of a few 
hours, her life-blood staining her bridal 
dress. She had had a hemorrhage of the 
lungs; we could see that her hours were 
numbered. But God left her with us till 
the next day, so that she could speak to 
us all about what had become so precious 
to her. Mother was very hard and unbe- 
lieving, and did not even relent when 
the last moments came. My sister said to 
her, ‘O mother, if you fight against God, 
you and I can never meet again. I am 
going to Heaven where everyone is in 
harmony and love each other and God. If 
you resist God, you cannot come to that 
place.’ 

“We all gathered to see her die. We 
faced eternity on that Good Friday. God 
sometimes speaks in a still small voice, 
and sometimes in a voice of thunder. Jn 
this latter way He spoke to us. This aw- 
ful sorrow shook our foundations. We 
could not help her, and she passed from 
us. 

“The whole 
funeral procession passed, 
drawn and shops closed all 
way. We were well known. The people 
talked in hushed tones of the young 
bride that lay in bridal robes in her cof- 
fin. 

“My mother was overcome with grief. 
For a time she lost control of her mind, 
and thought my sister was still a little 
child, and she went through the house 
searching everywhere for her and ecall- 
ing her baby names. The doctor said the 
only hope was a complete change. My fa- 
ther hurriedly engaged a nurse, not wait- 
ing to inquire if she were ‘religious’ or 
not. Under the guiding hand of God a 
Christian nurse was engaged. This wo- 
man set herself steadily to seek healing 
for both the weary mind and the sick 
soul. 

“At the end of a year my mother re- 
turned, restored in mind, and a changed 
woman. As she came into the room I saw 
the same look in her eyes that I had seen 
in the Army captain’s when she had 
come to visit my sister. Mother laid a 
Bible on the table and said: 

“‘T am fifty years old, and I have just 
found out that I have built my life wrong- 
ly. I have shut out God. But I am start- 
ing now to live right. And I am going to 
pray till every one of my family is con- 
verted. I am going to make it the busi- 
ness of my life to win you one by one to 
God. I believe God will allow me to live 
to see you each converted. When any or 
you feel yourselves even a little interest- 
ed in God you will know that He is an 
swering my constant prayers for you.’

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Hints to Young Svangelists 


By C. KNAPP 


E do not here use “evangelist” in 
its more limited sense as applying 
only to those men whose ability for 
preaching the Gospel and the results of 
whose work mark them off as a class to 
whom the call to give up all for the Gos- 
pel’s sake is imperative and unmistakable. 
There is another and more numerous 
class of men in the church of God whose 
gifts are not so marked, who yet can 
sometimes speak a half-hour or less in a 
hall or on the street corner to edification 
and profit. These may not be called to 
leave their earthly callings but preach as 
opportunity offers or occasion requires. 
It is to this latter class that we here 
address ourselves in the hope that it may 
prove helpful to them in their efforts to 
maintain a Gospel testimony in the meet- 
ing-room or neighborhood. And we have 
the young or new beginners primarily in 
view. How fine a sight it is to see sober, 
Godly young men stand forth on platform 
or in the open air to tell that wondrous 
story of redemption that the archangel 
himself might well covet to proclaim. 
What an honor to themselves and what 
a testimony to the grace and glory of 
our Lord. To such we would offer, in the 
spirit of meekness, a few practical sug- 
gestions. 


1. BE SOBER. A spirit of lightness ill 
becomes those who stand forth to speak 
the most awful realities to which the ear 
of mortal has ever listened—death, judg- 
ment, Heaven, hell, eternity! How un- 
seemly to hear a company of open-air 
workers jokingly ask each other, Have 
you got your sword? Have you your 
sermon ready? and like flippant expres- 
sions, with which some of us are not al- 
together unfamiliar. And in preaching 
our language, whatever else it may lack 
in grammatical correctness or fluency, 
should be always solemn, though not 
sanctimonious, cheerful but not light. 

A brother told me of a stranger he once 
heard preaching on the street. He was a 
young man and was preaching the Gos- 
pel fairly well, and my friend was arrest- 
ed. But when the too-smart preacher said, 
“T have heard sinners say they were seek- 
ing the Savior, but, 1 never kfitw the 
Savior was lost,” he turned away deepty 
grieved. Alas, these are the “dead flies” 
which cause the otherwise sweet-scented 
“ointment of the apothecary to give forth 
a stinking savour.” Such attempts at 


cheap wit may suit a “soapy-jack” and 
catch the ear of an undesirable few, but 
the men most likely to be benefited by 
our preaching are those 
expressions from the lips 


to whom such 
of one who 


stands forth as an ambassador for Christ, 
are repugnant. Be sober! 

2. BE BRIEF. This advice is not 
necessary perhaps, to one just beginning 
to speak in public. Such are so timid and 
words with them so hard to find, that 
the exhortation, “Let thy words be few,” 
would be lost upon them. It is the some- 
what practiced speaker, who has perhaps 
a natural fluency of language (which is 
never an evidence of real gift), who 
needs to remember that long sermons, 
lixe “long prayers,” are not always the 
most effectual. Ten or fifteen minutes is 
about as long as most men can hold the 
attention of an audience in the open air. 
And in a hall or room there are not many

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who can continue more than thirty min- 
utes to edification. How often we have 
noticed a brother’s discourse to be edify- 
ing up to a certain point (when it was 
evident that he ought to have stopped), 
but he would go on, and so undid much 
of his good and wearied his audience up 
to the straining point. 

As a rule, brief discourses edify most. 
The most gifted men are generally brief. 
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No rule, however, can be laid down as to 
length of time. Most unconverted people 
(and to these we preach the Gospel) 
would prefer to have a speaker, however 
gifted, stop under forty-five minutes than 
to exceed that limit. “Five words” to edi- 
fication are better than “ten thousand 
words” of a man who imagines he shall 
be heeded for his much speaking. We 
remember a brother who used to continue 
to preach in the open air until he saw 
the back of his last auditor. When re- 
monstrated wiih by his brethren, he re- 
plied: “Oh, it seems a pity to stop while 
there is anybody listening!” Whose fail- 
ing follow not—be brief! 


3. BE POINTED. Do not attempt to 
cover too much ground. We have heard 
preachers who ranged through the fields 
of Scripture “from Dan to Beersheba,” 
and “from the river to the ends of the 
earth.” They rambled in an aimless fash- 
ion through almost every Book in the 
Bible, and one might think they were la- 
boring to give an epitome of all that the 
Scriptures contained, historical, doctrinal, 
prophetic and preceptive. They appeared 
to wish to give their patient listeners a 
complete body of divinity—creation, re 
demption, sanctification, justification, 
regeneration and all. They quoted freely 
from Patriarchs, Apostles and Prophets. 
Their knowledge of Scripture seemed 
amazing; and it was—it put all in a maze 
who attempted to follow them in their 
Biblical intricacies and theological sub- 
tleties. It was like a soldier on a modern 
battle-field attempting to kill off the en- 
emy with one of those large-bore, flare- 
muzzled short-barrelled shot guns we 
have seen in comic pictures. It may make 
a deafening reverberating roar, but it is 
the short sharp crack of the carefully 
aimed rifle that does the work of decima- 
tion, and wins the day. 

Let us speak to the point, and press 
home upon the consciences of sinners a 
few plain facts of the Gospel and not en- 
deavor to bewilder them with a mass of 
Biblical information. We know of a broth- 
er just beginning to preach, who wrote 
to a much-used evangelist that he had it 
in his mind to give three addresses on 
the forgiveness of sin, the sealing of the 
Spirit and our heavenly portion. The 
practical evangelist wrote back, “Don’t! 
give them, first night, hell fire, second 
night, God’s love, and third, free salva- 
tion!” Be pointed or you will be disap- 
pointed and your hearers too. Be pointed! 

4. BE WISE—WISE AS SERPENTS. 
Avoid as much as possible stands in the 
open air where the preaching will be like- 
ly to create disturbance. Do not continue 
singing after a crowd has gathered, but 
get to preaching at once. Singing is but 
the bell-ringing to gather your congrega- 
tion. Let the helpers stand before you. 
This forms a little nucleus for a crowd, 
and the larger the crowd of listeners ap- 
pears to be the more likely are passers- 
by to stop. Do not in preaching, shout 
at the top of your voice, or pitch it four 
or five times higher than ordinary. It 1s 
penetration and distinctness that is re- 
quired rather than volume. The more

Coarse 
and eommon forms of sin were hardly in 
the list of presentations to our Lord. 

Don’t you think the devil is just as 
wise when he comes to you? If you are 
inclined to seek “high things,” he knows 
that, therefore, he will come to you in a 
most plausible manner. He will show vou

Popularity is one of the most subtle 
forms of temptation. There are many so- 
ealled believers who are very popular in 
all the most outstanding forms of world- 
ly entanglements, They fail to see the 
subtlety of the archdeceiver in thus en- 
trapping them. They may know that they 
are not as deeply interested in things 
spiritual as they once were, but they 
think they are too deeply involved in 
lawful “cares” to spend so much time on 
those, to them, “minor” engagements. 

But popular! Oh, yes! They are very 
popular. They are too popular to find any 
value in being assembled with God’s peo- 
ple. Their time is too “precious” to 
“waste” on anything but on their own 
great (?) projects. 

IS YOUR TEMPTATION TO HAVE 

FRIENDS? 

Who would not have friends? Yes, cer- 
tainly, you want friends. It is perfectly 
lawful to have friends. Our Lord had 
“friends.” He had three very “special 
friends.” He took them with Him _ to 
places where He would not have taken 
any one else. He told them things that 
He told no one else on earth. He showed 
them things that He showed to no one 
else.

You are not the only one who was ever 
thus tempted. Absalom undoubtedly had 
a tendency of proving to his father’s peo- 
ple how nicely, how tenderly and how 
considerately he would deal with them 


Lift me, O mighty One, and bear me on, 
Despite these fears, till victory is won. 


O Guardian of my life, the fight is on! 
Sloth, Pride, and Envy aim their cruel dart;

HINTS TO YOUNG 
EVANGELISTS

natural one can be the better; and do not 
fear to be a little colloquial as you go 
along. Use illustrations frequently and 
fittingly. It helps to hold attention, 
throws light on your subjects, or clinches 
what you are sayihg. 

As soon as you notice the crowd getting 
restless and beginning to move on, stop 
at once. Have your “lastly” ever at your 
tongue’s end, ready for instant use. Sing 
a rousing hymn rousingly and when the 
crowd is again somewhat settled let an- 
other speaker begin. If the wind is blow- 
ing, stand with your back to it in speak- 
ing. Always, if possible, face a wall while 
speaking. It will save your lungs wonder- 
fully. Do not distribute tracts until the 
meeting is over, or the tracts will dis- 
tract. If they will do it, it is better to 
have the people come to you for the 
tracts. They will appreciate them more 
than if thrust upon them. Do not limit 
a speaker no matter how many preachers 
there may be in the band. Let a brother 
speak as long as he can hold the atten- 
tion of his audience and not one minute 
longer. Do not be annoyed by interrup- 
tions from a drunken man. It works well 
sometimes to stop and tell him that if ne 
will only keep silent awhile, he can have 
his full say when you are done. Be wise, 
for otherwise you will have disturbance 
and confusion. Be wise! 

5. BE GENTLE, “harmless as doves.” 
Avoid harshness of tone and austerity of 
manner. Your language may be forceful 
without being fiery, you may warn with- 
out anathematizing and be faithful with- 
out being fierce. In speaking of future 
punishment (as you surely must) do it 
in tenderness; and be sure you feel in 
your own soul the force of what you say. 
The successful surgeon must needs probe 
deep at times and with the sharpest of 
instruments, but how gently he goes 
about it. How tenderly he touches the 
wounded spot, even as with velvet fin- 
gers, and where the knife cuts into the 
place that is most painful his voice is 
softest. He does not do his work as a 
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butcher sticks a pig. Avoid .the word 
“hell” as much as possible. Other words 
will answer equally as well or better, and 
will not be so likely to grate upon the 
ear. “Everlasting punishment,” “The lake 
of fire,” “The blackness of darkness for 
ever,” etc., are expressions more startling 
and quite as Scriptural. 

“Hell” is a word with whith the com- 
mon ear is too familiar and is generaily 
associated with the language of _blas- 
phemy. Persuade them, urgently, con- 
stantly, fearlessly, as you know the “ter- 
ror of the Lord,” but be sure it is “the 
love of Christ” constraining you. A col- 
lege boy told us that he was once moved 
almost to the point of yielding himself 
to the Lord by the tears he saw in the 
eyes of a loving young Christian, who 
was urging him to come to Christ. A sin- 
gle tear will sometimes move a soul when 
sermons are lost upon it. 

6. BE PATIENT—patient with your 
fellowworkers, patient with your critics, 
and patient with the cold, callous world 
to which you preach. They may malign 
and persecute you, but preach on, do not 
allow yourself to become soured, as some, 
alas, have done, and now sleep uneasily 
beneath the juniper tree of depression, in 
whose branches their silver trumpet of 
redemption hangs unused. Courage, 
brethren! your work is glorious and your 
reward is sure. “But ye have need of pa- 
tience.” “In due season ye shall reap if 
ye faint not.” Be patient! 

7. “Be ye stedfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, for- 
asmuch as ye know that your labour is 
not in vain in the Lord”—1 Cor. 15:58. 

Here we close and much more might 
be added. There are other be(e)s neces- 
sary to the working of a successful hive 
of Gospel industry. We have only men- 
tioned those which we believe need most 
to be emphasized. And a lowly mind will! 
fearn —Field and Work.

THE RESURRECTION 


Scripture: Col. 3:1-4

THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 

For not only the greatest but for the 
very beginning of all “Easter Messages 
in Literature” one must go to the Bible. 
It is the Christ of the B.ibie, “our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, who hath abolished death, 
and hath brought life and immortality 
to light through the Gospel” 2 Tim. 1:10. 
Danish Him from the scene and the fu- 
ture is dark with despair instead of 
bright with hope. Turn away from the 
full atonement He has made for sin, re- 
fusing to personally accept Him as Sav- 
ior, and death becomes a great intangible 
mystery in contemplation of which the 
stoutest heart quails, instead of merely 
a passage way leading to Father’s House 
and into which even timid women whose 
affection is set on things above’ enter 
without fear, yea, even joyfully. 

The literal, bodily resurrection await- 
ing the Lord’s own who fall asleep while 
He remains above (V. 1) is that the cul- 
mination of what they appropriate by 
faith here and now. Belonging to Christ, 
their position even while still here in 
this world, is “risen with Christ” and it 
is only right that the daily life be ad- 
justed accordingly. 

COMFORT IN SORROW 
1 Thess. 4:16-18 

As our lesson text was such a joy to 
the women as they went to the tomb that 
first Kaster morning they found that 
their Lord had risen, so 1 Thess. 16:18 
should be a great comfort to us as we 
realize that the day is coming when we 
may see the tomb open and see our loved 
ones rise with us to meet the Lord, whom 
we love, in the air. The resurrection is 
our only hope of meeting our loved ones 
again. Then why should this not be a 
happy day for us and why should we not 
get ready for that great resurrection 
morning? It’s going to be a wonderful 
time. Are we looking for His coming and 
trying to put on that wedding garment 
so that we may be ready for the marriage 
supper of the Lamb? Only those with 
white robes washed white in the blood 
of the Lamb can be in this first resur- 
rection.

Psa. 150:6 

The miracle of that first Easter mornr- 
ing, when the life laid down in sacrifice 
was taken up by the triumphant Christ 
aus He emerged from Joseph’s tomb, 
never grows old. As one has beautifully 
written: “In a few days the Christian 
world will recall that miracle in an- 
thems of jubliant rejoicing, as they gath- 
er in chapel or cathedral to join the 
bursting buds and caroling birds in a 
paean of praise. Little children will gath- 
er at mother’s knee, to be told the story 
o’er and o’er again. 

Aged saints, with whitening brow, as 
they tarry in the old armchair, will reach 
for THE BOOK, that for the hundredth 
time they may piece together the dor- 
tails of that wonderful morning. 

THE BOOK? Yes! You know the one. 
The Book to which men_ instinctively 
turn when questions of life or death 
thrust in upon their thinking. 

Come, turn its pages with me, Listen, 
“Martha, thy brother shall rise again.” 
—Ah! “Verily, verily, I say unto you, the 

hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live.” 

These mortal bodies shall He who rais- 
ed Christ from the dead call from their 
sleeping couches on the Resurrection 
Morn. The sea shall give up its dead. 
Death and the grave shall deliver up the 
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dead which are in them. We are sown 
in corruption, dishonour, weakness. We 
shall be raised in incorruption, glory, 
power—a spiritual body, like to Christ’s 
glorified body. 
CERTAIN RESURRECTION 

“All that are in their graves shall hear 
his voice;” no grave may refuse to give 
up its dead. There have been some singu- 
lar graves made in the world, and extra- 
ordinary pains taken to conceal them; 
but they, as well as the most ordinary 
receptacles of the dead, must give up 
their dead. Alaric, king of the Goths, had 
a curious grave. He had beseiged, and 
levied an enormous tribute upon Rome, 
and was proceeding to Sicily, when he 
died suddenly. It is related that his vic- 
torious army caused their captives to 
turn aside the course of the river Busen- 
tinus, to make his grave in the bed of the 
river; and when they had buried him in 
it, and restored the waters to their form- 
er channel, they slew upon the spot all 
who had been engaged in the work, that 
none might tell the secret to the Romans. 
Neither will Attlia’s numerous coffins 
confine him in the grave. History tells 
us that he was buried in a wide plain, 
in a coffin enclosed in one of gold, an- 
other of silver, and a third of iron; that 
with his body was interred an immense 
amount of treasures; and that the spot 
might forever remain unknown, those 
who buried him were killed. But at the 
judgment-day, he will come forth from 
his grave, and give an account of all his 
bloody victories.—F. F. Trench. 
IDENTITY IN THE RESURRECTION

suggestive regarding our spiritual body 
as it shall be hereafter. For, take the 
bulb of a hyacinth, or of any other flow- 
er, submit it to the naturalist, and he will 
tell you by aid of the microscope what the 
perfected flower will be; yet who that 
did not know the mysteries of vegetation 
could believe that from that unpromis- 
ing bulb would spring the gorgeous flow- 
er enveloped in its sheltering leaves?

TYPE OF THE RESURRECTION OF 

CHRIST 

Christ is the “first-fruits of them that 
sleep.” According to the Levitical law, 
before the harvest could be gathered, the 
sickle was to be put into the corn and the 
“sheaf of the first-fruits” was to be 
brought unto the priest who was to “wave 
the sheaf before the Lord.” This sheaf 
was to be offered on the morrow after the 
Sabbath, that is, on the Lord’s day — the 
day on which we celebrate the resurrec- 
tion of Christ from the dead. What a won- 
drous figure of the resurrection of 
Christ! The waving is a sign of life, and 
He had life from the dead on the day af- 
ter the Jewish Sabbath. The wave-sheaf 
too was an earnest that the whole field 
should be reaped, as well as a sample of 
the harvest. Christ therefore being raised, 
we shall all rise; and as Christ after His 
resurrection had the same moral charac- 
ter that He possessed before His death— 
loving His apostles in spite of their for-

saking Him—so shall we be in the resur- 
rection.—Pilkington.

PAUL THE GREAT 
CHRISTIAN HERO 


(CONTINUED)

Scripture: Acts 27th chapter 
PAUL TAKEN TO ROME 

aul had appealed his case to Caesar. 
Though King Agrippa pronounced him 
innocent, to Caesar he must go. 

Paul was delivered unto Julius with 
other prisoners to be taken to Rome. 
Paul as a Roman citizen who had appeal- 
ed to the supreme authority in Rome, was 
more courteously treated by Julius than 
the other prisoners, who were perhaps al- 
ready condemned. 

Paul had two of his friends along with 
him on this trip, Luke and Aristarchus. 
The ship which they boarded, sailed frum 
Caesarea up the coast as far as. Sidon, 
thence past Cyprus, on to Myra, a city 
of Lycia where they changed ships. Soon 
a heavy wind began to blow against 
them, so after many days of slow sailing, 
they reached the island of Crete. After 
loosing from Crete they were caught in 
a great storm. After fourteen days in 
this storm, they were cast upon an island, 
called Melita, where they spent the win- 
ter, then sailed for Italy. The church at 
Rome heard Paul was coming and a 
group walked forty-three miles to greet 
him. At last Paul reached Rome and was 
given unto the keeping of a soldier. 
(Trace this voyage and journey on map ) 

PAUL AN AMBASSADOR AT ROME 

Not as he had planned, but in a way 
far more effective than he had planned, 
Paul came to the great city of Rome at 
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last. 

He was bound to a Roman soldier, but 
he lived in his own hired house. Possibly 
the report of the centurion, Julius, had 
secured this favor for him. He was not 
discouraged, he created opportunities all 
the while and did what he could. He 
made new friends and bound old friends 
to him and made the prison a center of 
influence, sending out his messengers 
with letters of advice to the churches he 
had founded. Though he could not trave!, 
people came to him. Romans soldiers 
heard his message. So the truth was proe- 
claimed to many. 

After twelve years of tireless activity. 
he was given an opportunity to think and 
write. He gave to the church, during his 
imprisonment at Rome, four of the New 
Testament books, the letters to the Ephe- 
sians, Colossians, Philippians and to Phi- 
lemon. 

Note: Read the closing chapter of these 
four epistles to see if there is a sugges- 
tion of imprisonment in each. 

PAUL, THE WRITER 

During the long Roman imprisonment, 
Paul gave to the world some of its most 
priceless treasures in letters to friends 
and to churches he had planted. 


Other evangelists have traveled as 
widely, but none has so guided the 


thought of the Church as Paul has done 
under the inspiration of God’s_ Spirit 
Paul’s writings were personal letters, 
written to meet the needs of particular 
churches under special occasion. They 
were the expression of his ideals and 
love to people whose problems he was try- 
ing to solve and whose needs he was try- 
ing to meet. But they live, because undcr- 
neath the personal words are eternal 
truths which were good news to tie 
world of Paul, and to the world of every 
age. They were sent across the seas.They 
have reached across the centuries because 
they are the expression of a life which 
death could not touch. 

It is thought, though it is not certain, 
that Paul was set free from prison after 
two years; then he lived a free man, 
preaching in many lands for a few years, 
that he wrote during those years the first 
Epistle to Timothy and the Epistle to 
Titus; that he was again made prisoner 
and taken to Rome and from his second 
imprisonment he wrote 2 Timothy. 

THE FINAL IMPRISONMENT 

After two years’ imprisonment in Rome, 
Paul’s case is thought to have been heard 
and he was set free for a time. When 
Paul wrote from Rome to the church at 
Philippi and to his friend Philemon at 
Colosse in Asia Minor he expected to 
be released and visit them very soon. But 
it is not known. : 

Anyway, at last whether Paul’s money 
gave out and he could not hire his own 
house or whether he had been released 
and rearrested again on new charges, he 
is thought to have been placed in close 
and cruel confinement in Rome. Paul’s 
friend, Onesiphorus, sought diligently for 
him, before he found him, 2 Tim. 1:17. 

All his friends and fellow workers at 
one time had left him except Luke. 2 Tim. 
4:11, 
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Paul must have been in great need, he 
asks Timothy to come tu him before win- 
ter and bring his coat he left at Troas, 
a thousand miles away. 2 Tim. 4:13. 

This time he knew he could not be set 
free. His last messages were those sent 
to Timothy. 2 Tim. 


PAUL, THE MAN 
Paul was a man of resolute purpos:. 
His ambition was to make his life well 


pleasing to God. He was convinced that 
he had received his authority directly 
from Christ and the great purpose of his 
life was to be the ambassador of Jesus 
Christ to the Roman Empire. He held 
to his high purpose in spite of persecu- 
tions, hardships and poverty. 

Paul had bitter foes, as every courage- 
ous man has. They beat him, mobbed 
him, imprisoned him. Sut Paul never 
wavered, fully willing to lay down his life 
for the cause of Christ. 

Paul was a man of prayer. He prayed 
earnestly for his converts and asked them 
to pray for him. He had many friends. 
There are preserved in Paul’s writings 
the names of many men and women of 
whom we know nothing except they were 
friends of Paul, his fellow workers and 
comrades. 

For Christ Paul had given up father, 
mother, home, profession, riches. He re- 
ceived conflicts, hatred, and hardships. 
But he has received the honor of 
two worlds, and of all men who have fol- 
lowed and preached Jesus, none has 
wielded a greater influence than Paul of 
Tarsus. 

FROM PRISON TO THE CROWN

About the year 64 the great fire in 
Rome broke out. During the fire Nero 
watched it from a turret of his palace 


and sang a song of the burning of Troy 
To shield himself from the charge of burn- 
ing the city as a setting for his mimicry 
and fiddling, while the city burned, Nero 
laid the charge of the fire to the Chris- 
tians and began a terrible persecution 
against the Church. The Christians made 
their homes in the catacombs and Nero's 
gardens were lighted by flaming, living 
torches. In this cruel reign the most fa- 
mous son and the noblest statesman that 
Rome ever knew fell under the heads- 
man of the most infamous emperor that 
Rome ever had and sealed with a mar- 
tyr’s death, a life of peerless heroism.-— 
History.

God is patient but there is a limit to 
His patience when we fail to obey His 
Word. 

We trust that our anxious sister will 
turn to God with an open heart and let 
Him reveal Himself to her, then follow 
His leading. 

In paragraph 2 of your letter St. Jonn 
4:22-27 is what you say you found im- 
pressive. “Ye worship ye know not what; 
we know what we worship: for salvation 
is of the Jews. 

“But the hour cometh, and now is, 
when the true worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and in truth: for th» 
Father seeketh such to worship him. 

“God is a spirit: and they that worsh’p 
him must worship him in spirit and in 
truth. 

“The woman saith unto him, I know 
that Messias cometh, which is called 
Christ: when he is come, he will tell us 
all things. 

“Jesus saith unto her, I that speak un- 
to thee am He. 

“And upon this came his disciples, and 
marvelled that he talked with the wo- 
man: yet no man_ said, What’ seekest 
thou? or why talkest thou with her?” 

This very clearly shows us that we 
must worship God in spirit and truth, not 
in form as many of our churches do. 2 
Tim. 3:5 shows us that some will have 
a form of godliness, and deny the power 
of God. They deny His power to heal, 
sanctify and baptize with the Holy Ghost. 
From this kind of church he commands 
us to turn away. 

The second Scripture reference in this 
paragraph, St. John 21:15-17, tells us 
what to do if we love Him and if we are 
not doing all we can to feed His lambs 
or His sheep we are failing to do His 
will. However, this does not have refer- 
ence to food for the natural man _ but 
means spiritual food. But the love of 
God in the heart of man will make hiin 
want to help feed and clothe the poor and 
minister to their need in any way possi- 
ble. 

In paragraph 4 you say you go to one 
place and then to another to church ser- 
vices. You will never be able to accom- 
plish anything for the Lord flitting 
around from one church to another. “A 
rolling stone gathers no moss.” 

You state in paragraph 5 that none of 
the churches are doing right, for the suf- 
fering among the people at this time 
when there is plenty of money and food 
would not be if they were doing right. 

In the fifth chapter of James this cun- 
dition is prophesied for the last days. In 
the wardrobes of the rich we find moth- 
eaten garments, and multitudes of men 
and women going without clothes to keep 
them warm. Their gold and silver is can- 
kered. It is the fault of the rich who are 
heaping up riches for the last days. Oh, 
what a sad condition it will be when that 
great day of His wrath shall come! The 
duty of the church is to win’ souls for 


Christ so that the suffering people will 
have grace to stand in this terrible time 
that is upon us. However, God did not 
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promise His children they would not have 
to suffer, but He did say that those who 
suffer with Him would also reign with 
Him, that is, if they suffer for Christ’s 
sake. It is sin in the world that is caus- 
ing people to suffer and it is our place 
as children of God to get together and 
stand in prayer, love and unity so that 
God can have a chance to help unfortn- 
nate, suffering humanity through our 
united efforts. But if we stand apart 
criticizing each other we cannot be an 
instrument in His hands to bring this 
world to Christ. 

6. Yes, we should pray much for each 
other in these perilous times. The rich 
who are hoarding up their money are far 
worse off than those who are starving 
for bread. We can be poor and suffer 
hunger and even starve to death and yet 
be rich. Jesus was rich and was a Child 
of the King and He chose to become poor 
in this world’s goods not having where to 
lay H*s head in order that we migit 
be rich in Him. Let us be careful that as 
the depression deepens and we are de- 
prived of many of the comforts of life 
that we do not become rebellious over our 
lot and fail to be overcomers. 

7. In your confused state of mind it 
seems to me that you had better shut 
yourself in with God and consecrate your 
life to Him and let Him speak to you. 
He will lead you into paths of righteous- 
ness for His name’s sake. He promises 
to guide you with His eye. “Be still and 
know that I am God.”

ism. I made up my mind I would not lis- 
ten to the preacher. Said I to myseif: 
‘How can that man believe what he 
preaches?’ I found, after a while, that I 
was compelled to listen, and I was 
strangely moved by his words. My whole 
being seemed to be influenced, and I was 
strangely impelled to yield and believe. 
But I pulled myself up sharply and re- 
pulsed fhe influence. ‘This is man’s 
imagination,’ I said; ‘I will have nothing 
to do with it.’ 

‘I was strangely unhappy. I was still 
seeking joy and finding it not. I listened 
to talks on character culture; I searched 
into science; strove to reach heights of 
education; tried to find happiness in 
helping the poor; yet I failed to find 
what I was seeking. I know now it is not 
giving—it is receiving, receiving new life 
from God. 

“IT heard of a minister who was called 
‘Modern,’ and I visited him. I explained 
my search after joy, and he told me I 
was taking life too seriously—said I need- 
ed amusement, invited me to dinner, and 
said we would have some games later. I 
was disappointed. 

“T spent nine months of misery. One 
day I was so sick of the search for satis- 
faction, life seemed such a burden, that 
I determined to end it. I went to the 
beach and, without telling anyone (it 
would all appear accidental), I got into 
my bathing suit and swam as far out to 
sea as I could. My strength gave out, and, 
before sinking into unconsciousness, look- 
ing up to the heavens I cried, ‘If there is 
a God, I hate you. You took my sisier 
away.’ 

“But some one had noticed my swim- 
ming so far out, and help was sent. When 
I became conscious I found myself star- 
ing at the wall paper in my own room. 
It was a keen disappointment. I thougnt 
I had finished with life. 

“When I recovered I left home one af- 
ternoon and walked and walked into the 
woods. Hour after hour I walked, strug- 
gling with misery. I did not return home 
till two in the morning. I passed my 
mother’s door. The light was still burn- 
ing. We always went in to kiss her good- 
night. But I could not face her. She heard 
me pass, and guessed I was having a 
struggle. Although not strong, she got up 
and knelt in an agony, wrestling in pray- 
er for me. She prayed until her strength 
was spent. But at five she had the assur- 
ance that her prayers for me were an- 
swered. 

“T could not sleep, I could not rest in 
my room. The unrest and struggle brought 
me eventually to my knees, and in abso- 
lute desperation I yielded myself to God. 
In a strange yet blessedly real way He 
revealed Himself to me. Oh! the peace— 
and the happiness! It was Heaven! 

“When I went down to breakfast the 
next morning my mother met me with 
heaming face. I wanted to tell her, but 
she said, ‘I know it, my son.’ 

‘O mother, the joy of it all,’ I said. 

“And she responded quietly; ‘Yes! And 
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the duty.’ I did not then understand. I 
do now. 

“My father was opposed more and more 
sternly to God, and met my advances un- 
moved. I felt myself burning with a de- 
sire to do all I possibly could to undo 
the past, and to spread the good tidings 
of great joy. Although I had studied 
much for the law and was almost through 
with my studies, I could not go on with 
that. I must be a missionary. I told fa- 
ther of my intention. He was a good ta- 
ther and had made provision for me to 
get on in the world. I was almost ready 
to take the place he had hoped I would 
take. He thought my new plan was ab- 
solute waste of life. How could anyone 
make a success of another line when so 
equipped for one, and having spent so 
much time preparing? And the thought 
of this ‘religion’ was awful to him. 

“He very plainly told me he could not 
abide such foolishness and would give 
me one day to think over the matter. I 
was then, in a word, to give my answer. 
I could not alter my decision. My father 
made it clear that I would be banished 
absolutely from the home—he would have 
one son less. I came to give him my an 
swer. I wished to soften the blow by @x- 
plaining. I felt so sorry for him. But he 
sternly asked for the one word. When I 
gave it, I had to go—at once. 

“Only God and myself know what the 
two years meant to me. To work one’s 
way through college was unheard of in 
my country,—it was not done. I was cut 
off entirely from home. Part of my pun- 
ishment and the planning to turn me 
from my course was to forbid my mother 
to write to me. My letters were returned 
unopened. But we had made a compact 
that we would pray. How I prayed for 
father! In the street, at my studies, al- 
ways, everywhere, I besought God _ to 
save my father. I struggled with poverty, 

from two rooms to one room, from one 
to a garret, from three meals a day to 
two and less. 

“Then, after two years, my father came 
to see me. Oh! the change! At sixty-eight 
years of age his proud, atheistic heart 
was broken down, and he received Jesus 
as his Savior like a little child. 

“And my brothers were all saved. One 
by one, as my mother said they would, 
they came to Christ. My father has gone 
to Heaven, and my mother is now frail 
and ill. I am hoping to be able to see her 
next year (now this year) once again. 
She is very ill and suffering. I cannot 
bear to think of it. I ask your prayers 
for her. She is dying of cancer in the 
stomach.”— From the Sunday School 
Times.

JESUS MINISTERING UNTO HIS 
OTHER SHEEP 
“And from thence he arose, and went 
into the borders cf Tyre ana Sidon.” Our 
Lord now leaves Galilee and goes into a 


heathen country, Syrophenicia, that He 
might begin to impart His miracles and 
doctrine which the scribes and Pharisees 
had rejected. These were Gentiles. The 
woman from the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon whose daughter Jesus healed is de- 
scribed as “a Greek,” a Syrophenician by 
race (Mark 7:26), however, she is men- 
tioned as a Canaanitish woman (Matt. 
15:22). This seems to point out that she 
was of Canaan decent, a native of the 
Phoen seaboard, Greek in religion, and 
probably in speech. The name Syria and 
Phoenicia are both applied in the same 
region in Acts 21:2-3. These were called 
“dogs,” “heathen,” “unclean,” “outcasts.” 
“Tyre and Sidon.” Both these cities were 
renowned for their extensive commerce 
and wealth. (1 Kings 9:26-28; 10:22). 
“And entered into an house, and would 
have no man know it: but he could not 
be hid.” Partly for the sake of quiet, and 
lest He should more bitterly arouse th2 
Jews against Him, giving rise unto cavil 
among them that He was not the Mes- 
siah as promised unto the Jews, because 
of having left them and turned unto tie 
Gentiles. St. Mark 3:8 informs us that 
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His fame was already spread abroad. 
JESUS TESTING FAITH 

V. 25. “For a certain woman, whose 
daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at his feet.” The 
Syrophenician already mentioned, one of 
the “seven nations” commanded to be 
driven out of Canaan. “Whose young 
daughter.” Literally her “little daughter” 
had an unclean spirit. “Heard of him.” 
His fame had already spread abroad. She 
had perhaps heard through others from 
Tyre and Sidon who had seen His mira- 
cles. Mark 3:7-8. 

“Fell down at His feet.” 
says she cried. 

V. 26. “She besought him that he 
would cast forth the devil out of her 
daughter.” Persistent effort is not itseif 
true faith, but it always accompanies true 
faith. Thunder never splits the heart of 
the oak tree, but it always accompanies 
the lightning flash, and tells to those 
about of the lightning’s presence. The 
farmer never shows his faith by lying 
in bed, or idling around and waiting on 
God to plow, sow and harrow his field 
for the seed that he wishes sown. He 
plows, harrows and sows the seed himself 
and then trusts God to give abundant 
harvest. Matthew 15:23 says, “He an- 
swered her not a word.” Our Lord is hu- 
mane enough, tender enough, to satisfy 
all mankind. If He remains silent at first 
and does not answer our prayers, He 
may only be keeping us waiting that He 
may be gracious unto us at last. He could 
feel for mothers, and can be won over 
to supply the need of a mother’s child. 

Vv. 27. “But Jesus said unto her, Let 
the children first be filled.” It seems as 
if He would at first deny her, by saying, 
“Let me heal all the Jews first.” Yet 
there was no absolute denial in His reply. 
There would be hope for the Gentiles 
after the Jews were filled. Rom. 9:4; 
2:9-10; 3:29. “It is not meet to take the 
children’s bread, and to cast it unto the 
dogs.” Dogs abound in Palestine and aid- 
joining districts, but they are not cared 
for. They go about in packs, with no par- 
ticular masters and no particular homes. 
They are used mostly as scavangers. 
Greek Kunaria as used here means lit- 
tle dogs.” 

V. 28. “And she answered and said un- 
to him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under the 
table eat of the children’s crumbs.” Pic- 
ture the “little children,” Jews, sitting at 
the table and the Gentiles, “little dogs,” 
under the table and you have the exact 
medium through whom the _ Gentiles 
should receive blessing. One master feed- 
eth them both. The Gentiles received 
what the Jews extravagantly wasted or 
rejected. 

V. 29. “And he said unto her, For this 
saying go thy way; the devil is gone out 
of thy daughter.” She had entangled Him 
in the language of his own words. So 
bountiful was the supply of His own table 
that He could not deny her. There is no 
mercy reserved that God will not impart 
if the soul earnestly abandons itself upon 
Him. Persevere even if you have to plead 
long. St. Matthew records the event, say- 
ing, “O woman, great is thy faith; be 


Matt. 15:22 
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done unto thee even as thou wilt, and her 
daughter was healed from that hour.” 
This importunate Gentile foreshadows the 
Gentiles entering the church through the 
mercy of God, though shut out from sal- 
vation by the justice of God. 

FAITH REWARDED 

Vv. 30. “And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone out, and 
her daughter laid upon the bed.” Per- 
haps like a sinful soul wrestling at the 
aitar of prayer for deliverance from sin, 
the demon possession had gone out leav- 
ing her convulsed and exhausted; she 
was nevertheless to enjoy His blessing in 
future life. —Matt. 15:29-31. 

JESUS HEALS IN DECAPOLIS 

V. 31. “And again, departing from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 
the sea of Galilee, through the midst of 
the coasts of Decapolis.” Matthew says, 
He “departed thence, and came nigh unto 
the sea of Galilee.” (Matt. 15:29). From 
this short and perlhtaps necessary journey 
into foreign territory, Christ speedily re- 
turns unto the land of Judea, the proper 
scene of the ministry of Him who was 
sent but unto the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel, coming through the midst of 
the coasts of Decapolis, or the “Ten 
Cities,” the most populous part of Galilee. 

V. 32. “They brought unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impediment in 
his speech; and they besought him to put 
his hands upon him.” “Dumb,” coming 
fiom the Greek word kophos, which 
means “blunt” or “dull,” so used to rep- 
resent both dumbness and deafness. 

V. 33. “And he took him aside from 
the multitude, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit, and touched his 
tongue.” Jesus took him aside no doubt 
to get his mind off the multitude and 
fixed on Jesus and what he was about to 
receive. Literally He “cast” or “thrust 
his fingers into his ears.” This action 
may have been for the purpose of arous- 
ing faith for an expectant healing 

JESUS SIGHING 

V. 34. “And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and saith unto him, Ephphatha, 
that is, Be opened.” Jesus looking up unto 
heaven, from whence cometh words for 
the dumb to speak, words for the deaf 
to hear, healing from all infirmities, and 
from whence cometh every good and per- 
fect gift, as if by the method of looking 
up He might teach the infirm man the 
source of his cure. “Ephphatha,” that is, 
be opened. The word is of course address- 
ed unto the man himself. 

V. 35. “And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue was 
loosed, and he spoke plain.“ Not only was 
the ear opened but his tongue loosed and 
he spake plain. Note the order of the 
miracle, that it is “straightway” or in- 
stantly, not gradual to distract from the 
miragailous act of the Master’s divine 
touch. 

JESUS REFUSING PUBLICITY 

V. 36. “And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more he 
charged them, so much the more a great 
deal they publi¢hed it.” He seems to have 
commanded both the dumb and those that 
brought him, no doubt because He desired 
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to gradually manifest Himself unto the 
world. Equally so could it have been pos- 
sible that He did not desire to receive the 
applause of men. 

Vv. 37. “And were beyond measure 
astonished, saying, He hath done all 
things well: he maketh both the deaf to 
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hear and the dumb to speak.” He did 
nothing that the jealous Pharisees could 
find fault with. They concluded that hav- 
ing made the deaf to hear and the dumb 
to speak, that He was not less than tue 
Son of God. 
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Missions Need Funds 


We again call the attention of the pas- 
tors of the local churches to the needs of 
the mission fields. These are trying times 
for many of the churches and many 
homes, and if this be true in a land of 
plenty and with those who have remain- 
ed at home with loved ones, in what way 
are we to feel that the missionary has 
something better? Can we afford to neg- 
lect the mission cause because times are 
hard? It should be the greatest privilege 
of every pastor and minister to try to 
raise funds for the needs of the mission 
field. 

It was expressly commanded of Christ 
that the gospel be preached in all nations 
and unto every creature. Those who as- 
sist the mission cause do themselves cv- 
operate with Christ in the divine plan of 
redemption thru the spread of the gos- 
pel. If we do not find it a privilege to 
do so, then we should feel ourselves 
bound by it as a duty. If we are co-labor- 
ers with Christ can we afford to neglect 
anything that He has commanded or that 
will be for His glory? It is a marx of dis- 
tinguished faith and loyalty to Christ to 
raise funds to reach the unsaved nations. 
It is, however, equally a mark of unfaith- 
fulness and lack of interest to neglect it. 

Every pastor and minister should “eel 
duty bound to try to raise something for 
the extension work of the Church. It is 
not only your obligation to Christ, but it 
is also your duty in response to the rules 
governing the raising of funds as provid- 
ed by the General Assembly. I am at a 
loss to know how some ministers and 
churches can expect the smiles and ap- 
proval of God upon themselves as minis- 
ters and churches and remain so latent 
and careless about the needs of the mis- 
sion cause. If a pastor has cause to count 
as unfaithful a member who does not pay 
tithes and who will not abide by the rul- 
ings of the Church of God, can you expect 
the high honor or esteem of your fellow 
ministers if you dishonor the rulings and 
provision of the General Assembly and 
refuse to enthrone its formula within 
your local church? Certain days and 
quotas have been arranged for in tak- 
ing care of the needs of the mission 
fields. You can display your loyalty to 
Christ and the Church by obeying them. 

Faithfulness to the rulings and regula- 


tions of the organization of the Church 
that promoted you and licensed you to 
preach the gospel should be the chief 
aim of every minister. How can you look 
Christ in the face and say, “Master, I 
did my best,” when you refuse to com- 
ply with His command in raising mission 
money? How can you expect the General 
Assembly to continue a promotion of your 
favor if you dishonor its regulations? 
Brethren, we should rally to the needs of 
this worthy cause and give our churches 
a chance to give to its needs. We should 
not only rally but we should regularly 
abide by the provision of the General As- 
sembly in raising the quota as fixed for 
each local church. God stir us up to loyal- 
ty and faithfulness along these lines. 
URGENT NEEDS MUST BE MET 
The needs are urgent, our funds are 
low and we must have cooperation on 
the field. The General Assembly has a'- 
so provided that sometime during all 
state and district conventions there shall 
be a missionary offering lifted. The time 
of conventions is on and has. been all 
along in different states. These rulings 
should be adhered to, as there should be 
a proper representation in the conven- 
tions of all that should be practiced by 
the local churches. The eonventions a-e 
a pattern for the local churches. What- 
ever state overseers may choose to neg- 
lect in them and leave out of your offi- 
cial program, your local churches will 
find great encouragement and reason for 
neglecting within its regular practice as 
a church. The compliance with these 
rules not only promote and honor the 
General Assembly as a governing bodv, 
but it lifts the local church to a higher 
plane of efficiency and determination to 
cooperate with the General Assemb'y in 
all its efforts and needs. Whatever of 
this important need is neglected by the 
local church depreciates the ability of the 
Mission Board to the extent of handicap. 
Please, in the name of Jesus, raise your 
mission quota. It is badly needed and the 
Lord will in turn bless you for so doing.

but the coming of Jesus is so near thit 
we hope to live to be taken by way of 
translation, therefore, if the enemy as- 
sails our bodies and insinuates that our 
career is ended we can hoist our “HEL- 
MET, THE HOPE OF SALVATION” from 
dying by disease, the hope of being trans- 
lated, the hope of being kept out of the 
hour of trial that shall come upon the 
earth. Rev. 3:10. Here again the shield 
of faith stands forth. It couples with the 
helmet, for faith in the plain promises of 
God drives the foe from the field and 
holds us on our way, going and growing, 
running and hoping, ready to hear the 
first trumpet blast. 

6. “AND THE SWORD OF THE 
SPIRIT, which is the word of God.” The 
first weapon named is “THE TRUTH,” 
with which we should be girded. We 
should be filled with a knowledge of 
God’s Word, rightly divided. We saw that 
the truth was the base for all other wea- 
pons. The Greek term Here translated 
“the Word,” is not “Logos” which is the 
usual word thus’ rendered, but it is 
“RHAMA” which means “A SAYING.” 
The definite article is not expressed. It 
does not read, “HO LOGOS,” the Word, 
but “RHAMA.” A WORD or SAYING. 
When a word is needed for our defence, 
or to rout the foe, the Holy Spirit finds 
it lodged in our heart and hurls it at 
the enemy. This shows us the advantage 
and necessity of being stored up with a 
correct understanding of the Bible. This 
weapon is named here because the Spirit 
employs it in connection with all the oth- 
er pieces of the armor, and against every 
attack. He enables us to use the Truth 
with which we are girded. He enables 
us to use our breastplates of righteous- 
ness. He makes us to run on our fitting}y 
shod feet, and wield the shield of faith 
and the helmet of salvation. The Holy 
Spirit alone knows how and when to use 
the armor, and prompts us to use the 
particular part needed at each particular 
time. He BRINGS TO OUR REMEM- 
BRANCE the appropriate RHAMA or say- 
ing of God, that will vanquish the power 
of the devil. We are weak but He is 
mighty, even almighty. David said, “THY 
WORD HAVE I HID IN MY HEART that 
I might not sin against thee.” Thus by one 
simple verse, or sentence, we may be de- 
livered from a terrible attack of Satan. 
When the devil tempted Jesus to convert 
stones into bread to satisfy His hunger, 
as if His Father were neglecting Him, 
He answered, “MAN SHALL NOT LIVE 
BY BREAD ALONE, BUT BY EVERY 
WORD (‘RHAMATI’ Greek) that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.” Matt. 
4:4. Jesus’ loins were girt about with the 
Truth, having been instructed by His 
parents from His youth. See Deut. 6:7. 
He also read the scriptures for Himself, 
therefore, when He needed a rhama, 2 
word to foil the foe, the Spirit found one 
in His trusting heart. Thus Isa. 59:19 
was fulfilled in the life of Christ. When 


the enemy shall come in like a flood the 
Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a standard 
against him, or put him to flight and 
thus it is fulfilled also in our lives. 

We said at the outset that our war- 
fare is primarily defensive. We put on 
the whole armor of God that we may be 
fully able to stand against the methods 
or cunning artifices of the devil. We are 
plunged into a wrestling match against 
the fiendish forces of organized wicked 
spirits in the heavenlies whether we are 
bound. Six times the _ preposition 
“AGAINST” occurs. We stand and fight 
against the devil and his hosts because 
we are determined to have the place as 
our eternal abede, which they now in- 
habit, but our combat develops into :n 
OFFENSIVE CONTEST. The phrase, 
HAVING DONE ALL, suggests this.. The 
original for this phrase means. HAVING 
CONQUERED ALL THINGS. We cannot 
be passive and let Satan run over us and 
crush us. Our firm stand becomes an ag- 
gressive engagement in which we conquer 
every opposing thing and power. WE DO 
MORE THAN OVERCOME. Rom.. 8:37. 
Gr., We take the spoil of the enemy and 
heavenly country by a vigorous fight of 
faith, and STAND until the trumpet 
blows and calls us home. Hallelujah to 
our Victor, Jesus, anointed King of kings 
and Lord of lords! 

7. “PRAYING ALWAYS WITH ALL 
PRAYER AND SUPPLICATION IN THE 
SPIRIT.” This is the last weapon men- 
tioned, but it begins to be in use with 
the first PRAYING ALWAYS. Men have 
written essays and books on prayer, but 
there was no life nor power in. them. 
Here we have an invaluable conferred 
on real, intelligent, effectual prayer. Af- 
ter all, the way to understand prayer is 
to pray after the fashion indicated in 
these verses. Pray and you will learn how 
to pray. Observe the time of prayer -— 
ALWAYS. The quantity is ALL PRAY- 
ER. Its intensity is SUPPLICATION. Je- 
sus said, ASK, SEEK, KNOCK. He said 
also, “The kingdom of heaven suffereth 
violence, and the violent take it by 
force.” Real prayer bears down on the 
promises of God and comes boldly to the 
throne of grace; that is, the throne 
which has authority and power to grant 
all that the redemption of Christ has 
purchased for us who believe on Jesus. 
Hence, the exhortation is emphasized by 
saying, “And watching thereunto with all 
perseverance and _ supplication.” Saints 
faint and fail in the use of this everyday 
weapon; henee, they lose many victories. 
Satan gets the ascendency over them, 
and laughs at their defeat. The purity of 
prayer-is IN THE SPIRIT. Oh, how many 
vain and unscriptural petitions are of- 
fered! People do not know the Bible, 
hence, they annoy the Lord with a thou- 
sand things in which He is not interest- 
ed. Also they cry to Him to do things 
which He has done already and which 
they are invited to receive by simple 
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faith, and because of ignorance some ac- 
tually pray against the foretold purposes 
and judgments of God. For example, some 
imagine that by praying they can set 
aside the tribulation days and the calam- 
ities prophesied long ago. Of course such 
praying is not IN THE SPIRIT for He 
invites no petition contrary to the writ- 
ten Word. Beloved reader, do you see the 
absolute necessity of being filled scrip- 
turally with the Holy Spirit? Those 
Ephesian saints were anointed or sealed 
with the Spirit. Yes, they were filled af- 
ter the pentecostal pattern, for THEY 
SPOKE WITH TONGUES AND PROPH.- 
ESIED, Acts 19:6. Only Spirit-anointed 
believers can learn to pray in the Spirit. 
Then follows the guard of prayer — 
« ATCHING—which is by the enabling 
of the Holy Spirit. 

Finally the chief object of prayer—ALL 
SAINTS. All who believe on Jesus with 
the heart constitute the children of Ged, 
the household of faith. Paul instructs us 
to pray for the whole family. Whether 
they be saved under the ministry cf 
James, Peter, or himself, he loved them 
and sought their highest welfare. He was 
in no sense sectarian.Think it not strange 
that the apostle added, “AND FOR ME.” 
No selfish motive prompted that request. 
He was the primary and most necessary 
messenger of the mystery. The cnemy 
withstood him fiercely; hence, fi¢ was in 
prison, even when he wrote this epistle. 
Why did he ask for intercession in his 
own behalf? He says, “That utterance 
may be given unto me, THAT I MAY 
OPEN MY MOUTH BOLDLY, to maxe 
known the mystery of the ‘gospel.” V. 19. 
To the Colossians (Chap. 4:4) he added. 
“That I may make it (the mystery) mani- 
fest, AS I OUGHT TO SPEAK.” Dea: 
reader, let this speak to your heart. As 
you value the truth of God’s graee and 
the mystery revealed thru Paul’s minis- 
try, you certainly will pray for his suc- 
cessors as outlined above, that they al- 
so may speak boldly. Satan will tie the 
tongues and padlock the mouths of the 
messengers of divine grace who speak in 
the power and liberty of the Spirit if he 
can. Will. you, by fervent and persistent 
petitions, do your part in. preventing 
him? Will you do your part HELPING 
TOGETHER BY PRAYER, toward. dis- 
simunating this glad message? We can- 
not dispense with the first six pieces of 
the armor of God and hold the victory in 
our own lives. Likewise we dare not nez- 
lect the last one which is.so essential. to 
help other saints to obtain and hold the 
victory and for the rapid running of the 
truth, and what need we more than the 
sevenfold soldier’s dress, whose last 
named weapon is made up of seven parts? 
Certainly, with such a divine panoply we 
are fully able to withstand and repulse 
the foe and his hosts. May God grant that 
we may hold fast the sevenfold armor. 
Amen.
